+ The movements of the Chinese armies bave 
caused us (in Newchwang) all a great deal of 
anxlety, General Sung, on bearing of the fall 
of Halchéng, quickly retreated from Kalchow, 
and passing a few miles to the eastward of us, 
went on to Tashibchao and Kangwangteal, We 
then congratulated ourselves that all danger 
from Chinese soldlers was psst, but on Friday 
last, the arst Lost. bodtes of infantry and 
cavalry—all numbering abont 7,000 oF 8,000—- 
were seen approaching from the south, and 
Intimated fthetr intentlon of entering-this town 
for rest and food, 

Fortunately for alt of us. the local authorities 
acted ‘splendidly.’ The Taotat.at once took 
prompt measures, and sent Fu ¢a-sen, who Is the 
head of the commissarlat department, to prevent 
the soldiers enterlog. They shut the gates and 
barricaded them and Hned the walls with 
soldiers and threatened to shoot any of the 
southern army thet ‘entered the town, This 
Prompt, plucky and energetic action had the 
destred effect, and the soldiers turned off to the 
east and passed on to the nelghbourlng villages, 
The crisis waa goon over and the native town 
was saved, We are certainly fortunate in having 
atationed-bere two such officials as the present 
Taotal, and Fu ¢a-7en. . 

From Newchwang (proper) and ite’ vicinity 
General Sung retreated to Tlenchwangtal, which 
{a about 14 talles rorth-west of this town, To 
our great disappointment on the 23rd fost, he 
commenced to move In this direction, and now 
hie army, which fe catlnated at 49,000 to. fe see: 
men, Is occupylog all the surrounding villages, 
General Sung has taken up ble headquarters at 
a small village called Tafengstéo, which ts only 
7 miles nor, east of this town,
